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Historical  Statement 


During  the  autumn  and  winter  of  1938-39  a  committee  of  the 
Ottawa  Y.M.C.A.,  with  Dr.  H.  L.  Keenleyside  as  chairman,  held 
periodical  meetings  to  discuss  the  matter  of  facilities  for  higher  education 
in  the  City.  While  the  Roman  Catholic  population  was  served  by  its 
own  institutions,  the  somewhat  larger  non-Roman  Catholic  population 
had  no  institution  conducting  college  work,  and  it  appeared  that  in  no 
other  Canadian  city  was  there  a  group  of  equal  size  not  served  hy  at 
least  a  junior  college.  Several  possibilities  for  improving  the  situation 
were  considered  and  some  were  tentatively  explored. 

With  the  outbreak  of  war  in  1939  the  committee  discontinued  its 
meetings,  but  by  1 94 1  it  had  become  apparent  that  circumstances  brought 
about  by  the  war  had  increased  the  need  of  facilities  for  higher  education 
in  the  Capital.  Thousands  of  young  people  had  come  to  work  in  Govern- 
ment offices,  many  of  them  having  interrupted  their  education  in  doing 
so.  Many  others  in  the  armed  services  were  to  be  expected  on  demobilization, 
since  the  Civil  Service  would  be  a  preferred  occupation  for  them. 
The  problem  was  consequently  taken  up  again  by  a  group,  mainly  the 
same  as  the  earher  committee  in  personnel,  under  the  chairmanship  of 
Dr.  H.  M.  Tory. 

The  situation  was  discussed  with  the  heads  of  universities  in  other 
cities  attended  in  numbers  by  Ottawa  students  and  with  many  prominent 
citizens  of  Ottawa.  Teaching  resources  for  evening  classes,  good  at 
any  time  in  the  Capital,  had  been  greatly  increased  by  the  presence 
of  many  university  teachers  in  temporary  wartime  positions.  An  inquiry 
proved  that  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers  were  both  willing  and  anxious 
to  co-operate.  The  idea  of  establishing  an  autonomous  association  based 
on  general  community  support  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  college, 
and  promoting  higher  educational  work  generally,  met  with  cordial 
acceptance.  A  group  of  citizens  guaranteed  sufficient  funds  to  make 
an  experimental  period  possible.  Plans  were  accordingly  made  to 
establish  "The  Ottawa  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Learning", 
the  immediate  objects  of  which  would  be  to  offer  evening  instruction  in 
the  first  two  years  of  university  work  under  the  name  of  Carleton  College 
and  later  to  establish  an  Institute  of  Public  Administration. 

The  Ottawa  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Learning  was 
organized  on  June  18,  1942,  and  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario  on  June  19,  1  943.  Carleton  College  was  established 
in  the  summer  of  1942  and  opened  its  first  classes  on  September  21  in 
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that  year.  The  Institute  of  Public  Administration  was  established  in 
the  summer  of  1943  and  opened  its  first  classes  on  October  4,  1943. 

To  distinguish  clearly  between  the  G)llege  and  the  Institute,  separate 
Educational  Directorates  were  set  up.  In  both  the  College  and  the 
Institute  it  was  considered  wise  to  begin  in  a  practical  way  by  offering 
courses  for  which  there  was  an  immediate  demand. 

During  1945-46,  because  of  the  growth  of  the  work  in  both 
College  and  Institute  and  the  intimate  relation  of  the  courses  of  study,  it 
was  decided  to  consolidate  the  courses  in  Arts,  Pure  Science  and  Com- 
merce in  a  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  and  to  reorganize  the  Institute 
of  Public  Administration  as  a  Faculty  of  Public  Administration  under 
the  College  and  equal  in  rank  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science.  The 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  will  continue  to  offer  instruction  in  the  First 
two  years  of  university  work;  the  Faculty  of  Public  Administration  will 
offer  instruction  in  a  four-year  course  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Public  Administration,  (see  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  pp.  17-37; 
and  Faculty  of  Public  Administration  pp.  55-72;  for  both  Faculties  see 
also  Summary  of  Courses  offered,  p.  12). 

From  March  19,  1945,  to  July  28,  1945,  an  intensive  course  m 
the  subjects  of  Senior  Matriculation  was  conducted  for  some  50  young 
war  veterans,  enabling  those  of  them  who  successfully  completed  the  work 
to  apply  for  admission  in  the  autumn  to  the  regular  second  year  of  Arts, 
Pure  Science  and  Commerce,  or  to  the  first  year  of  Applied  Science  and 
Engineering.  Throughout  the  academic  year  1945-46  nine  such  intensive 
courses  were  undertaken,  until  the  total  number  of  war  veterans  registered 
in  the  College  mounted  to  about  1 ,200.  The  registration  of  about  1 ,000 
civilian  students  moved  the  grand  total  of  students  in  the  College  and  in 
the  Institute  up  to  2,200. 

To  meet  the  emergency  created  by  this  unprecedently  large  registra- 
tion much  more  classroom  accommodation  was  required.  More  rooms 
were  rented  in  the  High  School  of  Commerce  and  in  the  Glebe  Collegiate 
Institute,  others  in  Lisgar  Collegiate  and  in  the  Ottawa  Technical  High 
School;  three  rooms  were  rented  in  Percy  Street  Public  School  and  two 
rooms  in  Cambridge  Street  Public  Schotil.  Even  the  Churches  were  appealed 
to,  and  quarters  were  rented  in  the  basements  of  St.  James  United,  GJebe 
United  and  Knox  Presbyterian. 

In  June,  1945,  the  former  Department  of  Extension  was  recon- 
stituted as  the  Department  of  General  Education,  the  change  of  name 
expressing  the  intention  of  the  Officers  of  Administration  to  offer  to  the 
general  public  the  widest  range  of  educational  opportunity  with  minimal 
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academic  entrance  requirements,  (see  Department  of  General  Education, 
p.  42.) 

Two  major  advances  in  the  teaching  curriculum  were  made  at  the 
beginning  of  the  academic  year  1945-46.  In  response  to  many  requests, 
specifically  from  discharged  service  personnel,  instruction  was  offered  in 
a  new  Department  of  Journalism.  This  began  as  a  two-year  course  wiih 
two  years  in  Arts  as  the  entrance  requirement.  It  is  now,  with  Junior 
Matriculation  as  the  entrance  requirement,  a  four-year  course  leading  to 
the  Bachelor  of  Journalism  degree.  (see  Department  of  Journalism, 
pp.  43-53).  Requests  from  other  discharged  service  personnel  resulted 
similarly  in  a  decision  to  offer  instruction  in  the  subjects  of  First  Year 
Applied  Science  and  Engineering.  (see  First  Year  Applied  Science 
and  Engineering,  pp.  38-4 1 ) . 

The  first  day-time  instruction  given  by  Carleton  College  was  that 
given  to  the  original  group  of  war  veterans  (March — July,  1  945 ) .  Day 
classes  as  well  as  evening  classes  are  now  available  to  all  students  in  the 
first  two  years  of  Arts,  Pure  Science  and  Commerce,  and  in  the  First 
and  Second  Years  of  Journalism  and  Public  Administration.  First 
Year  Applied  Science  and  Fourth  Year  Journalism  are  given  only  in 
day  classes.  (for  day  and  evening  courses,  see  Summary  of  Courses 
offered,  p.  12). 
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Letters  Patent,  1943 


As  explained  in  the  earlier  portions  of  the  Historical  Statement, 
the  Ottawa  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Learning  was  organized 
on  June  18,  1942,  and  incorporated  on  June  19,  1943. 

The  Letters  Patent  of  1943,  which  embodied  all  previous  arrange- 
ments, read  as  follows: 

By  the  Honourable

To  all  to  Whom  these  Presents  shall  come  Greeting: 

9  Whereas  The  Companies  Act  provides  that  v^th  the  exceptions 
therein  mentioned  the  Lieutenant-Governor  may  by  Letters  Patent  create 
and  constitute  bodies  corporate  and  politic  for  any  of  the  purposes  to  which 
the  authority  of  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  extends; 

•  And  Whereas  by  the  said  Act  it  is  further  provided  that  the 
Provincial  Secretary  may  under  the  Seal  of  his  office  have,  use,  exercise, 
and  enjoy  any  power,  right,  or  authority  cionferred  by  the  said  Act  on 
the  Lieutenant-Governor ; 

#  And  Whereas  by  their  Petition  in  that  behalf  the  persons  herein 
mentioned  have  prayed  for  Letters  Patent  constituting  them  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  for  the  due  carrying  out  of  the  undertaking  here- 
inafter set  forth; 

•  And  Whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  that  the  said  persons 
have  complied  with  the  conditions  precedent  to  the  grant  of  the  desired 
Letters  Patent  and  that  the  said  undertaking  is  within  the  scope  of  the 
said  Act; 

#  Now  THEREFORE  KNOW  YE  that  under  the  authority  of  the  herein- 
before in  part  recited  Act  /  do  these  Letters  Patent  constitute  the 
Persons  hereinafter  named  that  is  to  say:  Henry  MARSHALL  ToRY 
and  Norman  Frank  Wilson,  Gentlemen,  and  Harry  Stevenson 
SoUTHAM,  Publisher,  all  of  the  Village  of  Rockcliffe  Park,  in  the 
County  of  Carleton  and  Province  of  Ontario;  Hugh  Llewellyn 
Keenleyside,  John  Everett  Robbins  and  Phyllis  Gregory 
Turner,  Civil  Servants,  William  McNaughton  Connor,  Manu- 
facturer, Charles  Gardiner  Cowan,  Managing  Director,  McGre- 
gor Easson,  School  Inspector,  CLARENCE  Cecil  Gibson,  Solicitor, 
Oliver  Mowat  Biggar,  Barrister,  and  William  Craven  Macart- 
ney, Dentist,  all  of  the  City  of  Ottawa,  in  the  said  County  of  Carleton;

ADVANCEMENT  OF  LEARNING 
for  the  following  purposes  and  objects,  that  is  to  say: 

(a)  To  promote  learning  in  any  or  all  of  its  branches; 

(b)  To  organize  and  establish  a  non-sectarian  college  of  higher  learning 
in  the  said  City  of  Ottawa; 

(c)  To  organize  and  establish  an  Institute  of  Public  Administration; 
and 

(d)  To  promote  the  intellectual,  social,  moral  and  physical  welfare  of 
its  students,  graduates,  teaching  staff  and  others  interested  in  the 
Association,  and  of  the  community  in  which  it  operates ; 

The  head  office  of  the  Corporation  to  be  situated  at  the  said  City  of 
Ottawa;  and 

THE  FIRST  DIRECTORS  of  the  Corporation  to  be  Henry

Wilson,  hereinbefore  mentioned; 

And  it  is  hereby  ordained  and  declared  that: 

1.  The  subscribers  to  the  Memorandum  of  Agreement  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  the  first  members  and  the  Corporation  shall  consist 
of  the  subscribers  and  of  those  who  shall  hereafter  be  duly  elected  as 
members  of  the  Corporation  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions from  time  to  time  in  force; 

2.  The  interest  of  a  member  in  the  Corporation  shall  not  be  trans- 
ferable, and  shall  lapse  and  cease  to  exist  upon  the  death  of  such  member 
or  when  such  member  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  by  resignation  or 
otherwise  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  and  regulations  from  time  to 
time  in  force;

3.  The  directors  of  the  Corporation  shall  constitute  the  Committee 
of  Management  of  the  Corporation; 

4.  The  directors  may,  from  time  to  time,  make  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions, not  contrary  to  law  or  any  provision  of  the  Letters  Patent, 
Supplementary  Letters  Patent,  if  any,  or  the  Companies  Act,  and,  from 
time  to  time,  amend,  vary  or  repeal  the  same,  respecting: 

(a)  the  admission  of  members  and  the  election  or  appointment  of 
directors,  trustees  and  officers; 

(b)  the  time  and  place  of  holding  and  the  calling  of  meetings  of 
members,  trustees  and  directors,  and  the  requirements  as  to 
proxies  and  the  procedure  at  and  the  conduct  of  such  meetings ; 

(c)  the  payment  of  officers  and  employees;  and 

(d)  the  control,  management  and  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Corporation ; 

5.  Every  by-law  and  regulation  and  every  repeal,  amendment, 
modification  or  variation  thereof,  unless  in  the  meantime  confirmed  at  a 
general  meeting  duly  called  for  that  purpose,  shall  have  force  only  until 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation,  and  in  default  of  confirmation 
thereat  shall  from  that  time  cease  to  have  force,  and  in  that  case  no  new 
by-law  or  regulation  to  the  same  or  the  like  effect  or  re-enactment  thereof 
shall  have  any  force  until  confirmed  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  Corpora- 
tion; and 

6.  Such  by-laws,  regulations,  amendments,  modifications  and 
variations  shall  replace,  exclude  and  mddify  the  regulations  set  out  in 
Form  4  in  the  Schedule  to  The  Companies  Act,  save  that  in  any  matters 
covered  by  such  Form  4  and  not  provided  for  in  the  Corporation's  by- 
laws, regulations  or  amendments,  the  regulations  and  provisions  of  the 
said  Form  4  shall  apply  and  be  in  force,  but  all  such  matters  which,  after 
the  passing  of  the  Corporation's  first  by-laws  and  regulations,  may  be  left 
to  be  governed  by  such  Form  4,  may  be  varied,  amended,  excluded  or 
modified  by  any  by-laws  or  regulations; 

And  it  is  hereby  further  ordained  and  declared  that  the  said 
Corporation  shall  be  carried  on  without  the  purpose  of  gain  for  its 
members,  and  that  any  profit  or  other  accretions  to  the  Corporation  shall 
be  used  in  promoting  its  objects.

Summary  of  Courses  Offered 

A.  The  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 

Following  Junior  Matriculation  (Ontario  Grade  XII  or  its  equiva- 
lent) Carleton  College  offers  day  or  evening  instruction  in  the  first  and 
second  years  of  the  four  year  course  leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts, 
Bachelor  of  Science  in  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Commerce,  and  Bachelor  of 
Journalism  degrees,  (see  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  pp.  17-37;  and 
Department  of  Journalism,  pp.  43-53). 

In  the  Department  of  Journalism  students  may  proceed  through  all 
four  years  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Journalism.  Subjects  in  the 
First  and  Second  Years  are  taken,  in  day  or  evening  classes,  along  with 
the  students  in  Arts.  Some  Third  Year  subjects  are  taken  in  day  classes, 
others  in  evening  classes.  Fourth  Year  subjects  are  taught  in  day  classes  only. 

Following  Senior  Matriculation  (Ontario  Grade  XIII  or  its  equiv- 
alent) Carleton  College  offers  daytime  instruction  in  the  First  Year  of 
Applied  Science  and  Engineering,  (see  First  Year  of  Applied  Science 
and  Engineering,  pp.  38-4 1  ) . 

In  the  Department  of  General  Education,  courses  of  cultural  and 
practical  value  are  offered,  without  specific  admission  requirement,  to 
the  Ottawa  public.  (See  Department  of  General  Education,  p  42). 

B.  The  Faculty  of  Public  Administration. 

Following  Junior  Matriculation  (or  its  equivalent)  Carleton  College 
under  the  Faculty  of  Pubhc  Administration  offers  a  four-year  course 
leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Public  Administration.  Subjects 
in  the  first  and  second  years  are  taken,  in  day  or  evening  classes,  along  with 
the  students  in  Arts.  Subjects  in  the  third  and  fourth  years  are  given 
in  evening  classes  only. 
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Reduced  Matriculation  Requirements 
for  Discharged  Service  Personnel 

Reduced  requirements  for  admission  to  the  First  and  Seciond  Years 
of  all  Faculties  and  Departments  are  granted  to  members  and  former 
members  of  the  Armed  Forces.    For  particulars  consult  the  College  Office. 

Withdrawal  and  Refund 

(Applicable  to  all  students  in  Carleton  College) 

Students  who  are  forced  to  withdraw  from  a  course,  or  from  the 
College,  are  required  to  notify  the  College  Office  in  writing  and  to  give 
their  reasons  for  withdrawal.  As  the  College  assumes  the  obligation 
of  carrying  the  student  throughout  the  year  the  student  registers,  and 
provides  the  instruction  and  accommodation  on  a  yearly  basis,  the  Board 
of  Governors  has  ruled  as  follows: 

( 1 )  Application  for  withdrawal  must  be  presented  within  thirty 
days  after  discontinuing  attendance. 

(2)  All  tuition  credits  and  refunds  shall  be  made  entirely  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  College. 

(3)  Credits  or  refunds  will  be  granted  only  as  follows: 

(a)  Cash  refunds  may  be  granted  in  cases  where 
students  are  compelled  to  withdraw  on  account 
of  serious  and  continued  personal  illness.  The 
application  must  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
from  a  physician,  satisfactory  to  the  College. 

(b)  In  case  a  student  who  is  regularly  employed 
during  the  day  is  sent  out  of  the  city  permanently 
by  his  employer  or  compelled  so  to  change  his 
working  hours  as  to  prevent  his  continuing  at  the 
College,  a  refund  may  be  granted,  provided  the 
application  is  accompanied  by  a  statement  from 
the  employer,  satisfactory  to  the  College. 

(c)  Cash  refunds  may  be  granted  to  students  who 
withdraw  to  join  His  Majesty's  Forces. 

(4)  Tuition  not  refunded  or  used  may,  if  a  certificate  of  credit 
is  secured  from  the  College  Office,  be  applied  upon  subse- 
quent courses  pursued  in  the  College,  provided  such  courses 
are  taken  within  two  years  of  the  date  of  withdrawal  of  the 
student.

Evening  Classes 

In  addition  to  regular  day  classes,  courses  of  the  First  and  Second 
Years  in  Arts  and  Science  (including  Commerce  and  Journalism)  will 
be  offered  in  evening  and  Saturday  classes:  from  7.30  to  9.30  p.m.,  Mon- 
day through  Friday,  and  9  to  1  and  2  to  4  on  Saturdays. 

Two  hours  (one  period)  of  lectures  will  be  given  weekly  in  each 
full  subject  with  laboratory  time  additional  in  the  Physics  and  Chemistry 
classes. 

By  adopting  a  longer  academic  year  (first  day  of  classes  September 
16.  1946;  and  last  day  of  classes,  May  23,  1947),  Carleton  College 
is  able  in  its  evening  and  Saturday  classes  to  equal,  in  its  total  hours  of 
instruction,  the  number  of  hours  taught  in  the  usual  day-time  syllabus  of 
Canadian  Universities. 

Only  in  exceptional  circumstances  will  a  student  employed  during 
the  day  be  permitted  to  register  in  more  than  two  subjects. 

Evening  classes  will  be  conducted  in  the  High  School  of  Commerce 
Building,  (Carling  Avenue,  just  east  of  Bronson  Avenue).

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EXAMINATIONS  IN  THE  FIRST  TWO  YEARS  OF  THE

Students'  standing  on  the  year's  work  will  be  determined  in  part 
by  tests  given  during  the  year,  and  in  part  by  final  examinations.  Both 
mid-term  and  final  examinations  are  compulsory. 

A  student  must  attend  at  least  seven-eighths  of  the  classes  scheduled 
in  any  course  or  subject  in  which  he  is  registered.  Failure  to  observe 
this  requirement  will  disqualify  the  student  from  writing  the  mid-term  or 
final  examinations  of  that  course  or  subject  in  which  his  attendance  is 
deficient.  Appeals  from  such  disqualification  will  be  dealt  with  by  the 
Committee  on  Studies. 

Supplemental  Examinations 

1 .  Supplemental  examinations  are  normally  held  in  the  last  week  of 
August  and  in  the  first  week  of  September. 

2.  Students  who  fail  in  any  subject  they  intend  to  count  towards  a  de- 
gree are  required  to  repeat  the  course  before  coming  up  for  exam- 
ination in  any  subsequent  year. 

3.  Students  who  fail  a  year  will  retain  credit  only  in  those  subjects  in 
which  they  have  obtained  at  least  Second  Class  Honours. 

4.  Students  taking  four  or  five  subjects  who  fail  in  one  or  two  of  the 
final  examinations  may  write  supplemental  examinations. 

Students  taking  four  or  five  subjects  who  fail  in  more  than  two  of 
the  final  examinations  will  not  be  permitted  to  write  supplemental 
examinations  and  will  be  considered  to  have  lost  their  year. 

5.  Students  taking  fewer  than  four  subjects  who  fail  in  more  than  one 
of  the  final  examinations  will  not  be  permitted  to  write  supplemental 
examinations. 

Courses  of  Study  in  First  Two  Years  of  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 

(including  the  First  Two  Years  of  Commerce  and  Journalism) 

Courses  of  instruction  are  offered  to  cover  the  requirements  of  the 
First  and  Second  Years  in  the  four-year  course  in  the  Faculties  of  Arts 
and  Science  (B.A.,  B.Sc.  in  Arts)  and  Conmierce  (B.Com.). 

Courses  properly  selected  from  the  First  Year  and  Second  Year 
will  be  accepted  for  admission  to  the  Second  or  the  Third  Year  in  the 
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Department  of  Journalism,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Jour- 
nalism (B.J.). 

Similarly,  courses  properly  selected  from  the  First  Year  and  Second 
Year  will  be  accepted  for  admission  to  the  Second  or  the  Third  Year  in 
the  Faculty  of  Public  Administration,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Public  Administration  (B.P.A.). 

Courses  properly  selected  from  the  First  Year  will  be  accepted  for 
the  First  Year  in  Applied  Science  and  Engineering. 

Associate  in  Arts  (A. A.) : 

Students  completing  the  prescribed  requirements  of  the  First  and 
Second  Years  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  will  be  granted  a  Junior 
College  Graduation  Certificate  of  Associate  in  Arts  (A.A.). 

Two  further  years  of  study  in  any  Canadian  University  will  qualify 
the  student  to  write  the  examinations  for  the  B.A.  degree. 

Canadian  Universities  whose  admission  requirements  for  a  four- 
year  degree  course  are  based  upon  Junior  Matriculation  accept  the  courses 
passed  in  the  first  two  years  of  Carleton  College  as  equivalent  to  their  own. 

Universities  requiring  Senior  Matriculation  for  admission  to  a  three 
year  degree  course  accept  the  Second  Year  of  Carleton  College  as  equiva- 
lent to  the  first  year  of  such  a  course.

Subjects  numbered  la  are  elementary  courses,  for  students  who 
have  not  studied  the  language  concerned  before  matriculating. 

For  full-time  students  in  residence  at  Canadian  Universities  five 
subjects  normally  constitute  a  year's  work.  Although  a  certain  amount 
of  freedom  is  allowed  in  choice  of  subjects,  for  all  more  advanced  work 
the  following  are  generally  required  in  the  First  Year:

COMMERCE:  Students  intending  to  proceed  to  a  degree  in  Com- 
merce will  usually  choose  subjects  as  follows:  (1)  English  1;  (2) 
Mathematics  1  (Algebra,  Geometry  and  Trigonometry)  ;  (3)  A  modern 
language;  (4)  and  (5)  Two  other  subjects.

Part  II.  Ontario  Grade  XIII  Certificate  or  First  Year  Arts  in 
the  following  subjects:  English,  Mathematics  (Algebra,  Geometry,  in- 
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eluding  Analytical  Geometry,  and  Trigonometry  with  an  average  of  70%), 
Experimental  Science  (Physics  and  Chemistry),  and  one  of  Latin,  Greek, 
French,  German,  Spanish,  Italian,  History,  Biology. 

Note:  Students  intending  to  proceed  to  the  University  of  Toronto 
in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  are  required  to  in- 
clude in  Part  II  one  language  in  addition  to  English. 

Candidates  who  have  had  practical  engineering  training  or  who  are 
otherwise  specially  qualified  for  an  Engineering  Course  may  be  admitted, 
on  conditions  to  be  determined  in  each  case,  even  though  they  do  not 
present  precisely  the  subjects  named  above. 

The  certificates  listed  under  First  Year  Arts  and  Science  (p.  19) 
are  recognized  as  equivalent  to  the  Ontario  Secondary  School  Graduation 
Diploma  and  may  be  accepted  for  the  purposes  of  Part  1  above  if  the 
subjects  taken  meet  the  requirements  set  out  in  the  preceding  paragraphs. 

The  certificates  listed  under  Second  Year  Arts  and  Science  (p.  20)

The  history,  methods  of  preparation,  properties  and  industrial  ap- 
plications of  the  more  important  non-metallic  elements  and  their  compounds 
are  discussed  in  the  lectures  and  the  fundamental  theories,  laws  and  prin- 
ciples of  chemistry  emphasized.  The  first  part  of  the  laboratory  work 
consists  of  a  number  of  experiments  illustrating  gravimetric  and  volumetric 
procedures,  in  the  second  part  the  qualitative  reactions  of  the  acid  radicals 
are  studied.    A  set  of  problems  is  assigned  each  week. 

(For  students  planning  to  continue  their  studies  at  McGill  a  course 
in  Physical  Chemistry  is  offered).

The  fundamental  laws  and  principles  of  Chemistry  are  em- 
phasized.   A  laboratory  course  is  associated  with  the  lectures.

Selected  works  of  modern  nov- 
elists and  playwrights  will  be  required  reading.

French  /.  As  Carleton  College  is  situated  in  a  centre  where  French 
is  spoken  by  a  large  percentage  of  the  population,  much  stress  will  be 
laid  on  oral  French  with  the  aim  of  having  the  students  acquire  a  speaking 
knowledge  of  the  language.  The  lectures  will  be  conducted  in  French, 
as  far  as  possible,  and  conversational  topics  of  common  interest  will  fre- 
quently be  discussed  in  class.  The  students  will  be  encouraged  to  do  a 
goiod  deal  of  French  supplementary  reading  from  books  recommended 
by  the  instructors.  In  addition  to  the  regular  text  book  exercises,  the 
students  will  be  required  to  hand  in  short  essays  in  French  based  on 
familiar  themes. 

Prescribed  texts  and  a  list  of  French  books  for  supplementary  read- 
ing will  be  announced  at  the  beginning  of  the  term.

HISTORY 

History  I.  The  course  is  that  prescribed  by  the  Ontario  Depart- 
ment of  Education  for  Grade  XIII. 

History  2.  History  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  since  1  763. 
This  course  will  include  an  examination  of  the  directions — social,  economic, 
political,  cultural — in  which  the  national  communities  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada  have  overlapped  and  intermingled.  It  will  stress  the 
expansion  of  the  frontier,  and  will  also  give  attention  to  the  evolving  diplo- 
matic relationships  of  Canada  and  the  United  States  in  the  world  com- 
munity.

Political  Science  101.  International  Relations  and  Problems. 
An  introductory  course  dealing  with  such  topics  as  the  formal  structure 
of  international  society;  dynamic  factors  in  international  politics;  ex- 
periments in  international  (organization;  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Na- 
tions; problems  of  post-war  reconstruction.

Social  Policy  102.  Lxibour  Policy.  Labour  and  employer  organ- 
ization; government  policy  in  relation  thereto;  economic  and  social  im- 
plications. 

JOURNALISM 
Journalism  100.  Reporting. 

The  character  of  news  and  training  in  its  handling.  News  assign- 
ments with  emphasis  on  the  reporting  of  public  affairs,  and  practice  in 
interviewing.  Conferences  and  laboratory  work.  All  writing  in  the 
course  to  be  done  by  typewriter. 

Journalism  101 .  Editing. 

Instruction  and  practice  in  copy  editing,  headline  writing,  news  dis- 
play, illustration,  and  newspaper  library  reference  methods.  Conferences 
and  laboratory  work.    All  writing  in  the  course  to  be  done  by  typewriter. 

Journalism  102.  Forms  of  Journalistic  Writing. 

The  following  forms  are  studied:  magazine  article,  feature  article, 
editorial,  critical  essay  and  short  story.

Journalism  104.  History  of  Journalism. 

A  study  of  the  changing  character  of  the  newspaper  and  periodical 
with  emphasis  on  the  contributions  of  outstanding  editors,  publishers  and 
inventors.  The  evolution  of  freedom  and  responsibility  of  the  press,  the 
development  of  collective  news  services,  etc.

The  Faculty  of  Public  Administration 


In  the  Articles  of  Association  of  the  Ottawa  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Learning  two  major  objects  are  set  out: 

( 1 )  the  organization  and  establishment  of  a  non-sectarian  college  " 
of  higher  learning  in  the  City  of  Ottawa. 

(2)  The  organization  and  establishment  of  an  Institute  of  Public 
Administration. 

The  first  object  was  realized  in  the  establishment  of  Carleton  College 
in  June,  1942.  The  second  object  was  realized  in  the  establishment  of 
the  Institute  of  Public  Administration  in  April  1943. 

In  the  Spring  of  1946,  because  of  the  growth  of  the  work  in  both 
the  College  and  the  Institute  and  the  intimate  relation  of  the  courses  of 
study,  it  was  decided  to  consolidate  the  courses  in  Arts,  Pure  Science  and 
Commerce  in  a  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  and  to  raise  the  Institute 
of  Public  Administration  to  the  status  of  a  Faculty  equal  in  rank  to  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science,  both  Faculties  to  opverate  under  the  auth- 
ority of  the  Board  of  Governors  and  Senatus  Academicus  of  Carleton 
College.

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

A.  For  Students  Not  Seeking  a  Degree 

Because  the  Faculty  of  Public  Administration  was  originally 
designed  to  serve  persons  desirous  of  commencing  or  continuing  stu- 
dies for  which  the  facilities  have  not  heretofore  been  available  in 
Ottawa,  students  not  seeking  a  degree  will  be  admitted  without  spe- 
cific admission  requirements  to  certain  of  its  classes.  Generally 
speaking,  admission  to  such  classes  will  be  approved  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Instructors  that  the  applicants  are  qualified  to 
benefit  by  the  instruction  offered.

Hie  latter  portion  of  the  course  will  be  devoted  to  an  examination  of 
special  accounting  problems.

Accounting  101.    Advanced  Accounting  and  Auditing. 
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The  early  part  of  the  course  is  designed  to  provide  for  advanced 
work  in  the  field  of  accounting  theory  followed  by  the  examination  of 
specific  problems  in  e.g.,  capital  and  revenue  receipts  and  expenditures; 
valuation  and  depreciation  of  fixed  assets;  inventory  control  and  valuation, 
costing  procedures;  consolidations;  income  and  excess  profit  taxes;  the 
construction,  analysis,  and  interpretation  of  financial  statements. 

The  latter  part  of  the  course  will  be  devoted  to  a  study  of  the 
systems  of  internal  check,  the  functions  of  internal  and  external  auditors,  and 
audit  procedure  generally. 

To  profit  from  the  instruction,  students  should  have  a  knowledge  of 
double  entry  bookkeeping,  including  the  preparation  of  operating  state- 
ments and  balance  sheets.

A  study  of  the  financial  administration  and  organization  of  the  Do- 
minion Government,  including  the  preparation,  legalization  and  execution 
of  the  budget;  the  authorization  and  collection  of  revenues;  government 
borrowing  and  public  debt;  parliamentary  appropriations;  the  disbursement 
of  public  moneys;  and  the  audit  of  the  public  accounts;  the  financial 
functions  of  Parliament;  the  Committees  of  Supply  and  Ways  and  Means; 
the  Governor  in  Council;  the  Treasury  Board;  the  Receiver  General  and 
Minister  of  Finance;  the  Department  of  Finance  and  the  Comptroller  of 
the  Treasury;  the  Bank  of  Canada;  the  Auditor  General;  and  the  Public 
Accounts  Committee.  The  course  will  include  some  reference  to  the 
financial  administrative  practices  of  other  countries.

Economics  102.     International  Trade. 

It  is  the  aim  of  this  course  to  provide  the  student  with  a  wide  working 
basis.  The  first  half  of  the  course  deals  with  the  mechanics  of  inter- 
national trade,  the  foreign  exchange  market,  bills  of  exchange,  the  balance 
of  payments,  tariffs,  foreign  exchange  control,  etc.  Attention  is  then 
turned  to  the  theory  of  international  trade,  from  the  more  primitive  con- 
cepts down  to  recent  analytical  structures.  Throughout  the  balance  of 
the  course  some  attention  will  be  given  to  special  studies  of  topical  inter- 
est. But  the  primary  aim  is  to  put  to  practical  use  the  knowledge  of  the 
mechanics  and  theoretical  tools  of  international  trade  gained  earlier  in  the 
course,  through  an  interpretation  of  several  phases  of  Canadian  economic 
history  relating  to  the  international  field.

Economics  103.     Money  and  Banking. 

The  theory  and  practice  of  banking  and  finance,  with  specific  re- 
ference to  the  purposes  and  functions  of  the  country's  important  financial 
institutions.  Attention  will  be  called  to  the  role  of  money  and  finance  in 
the  production  and  distribution  of  the  national  income  and  in  the  problem 
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of  full  employment.  Relevant  problems  of  international  trade  and  foreign 
exchange  standards  will  also  be  introduced.

Economics  106.    Public  Finance. 

The  course  deals  with  the  financial  aspects  of  the  relation  of  the 
state  to  economic  life.  The  first  part  of  the  course  examines,  in  general 
terms,  the  changing  economic  role  of  the  state,  the  nature  and  extent  of 
public  expenditure,  and  the  ways  in  which  this  expenditure  can  be  financed. 
In  particular  the  traditional  principles  of  taxation  are  thoroughly  exam- 
ined. The  latter  part  of  the  course  covers  the  development  of  Canadian 
pubHc  finance  from  Confederation  to  the  present  day  in  the  light  of  changing 
national  economic  conditions.  A  final  survey  covers  the  characteristics 
and  problems  of  public  finance  in  Canada  at  present  and  the  outlook  for 
the  immediate  future.  An  attempt  is  made  to  evaluate  these  character- 
istics and  problems  in  the  light  of  the  principles  studied  in  the  first  part 
of  the  course.

This  course  will  include  an  examination  of  the  directions — social, 
economic,  political,  cultural — in  which  the  national  communities  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada  have  overlapped  and  intermingled.

How  to  conduct  a  con- 
ference. How  to  interview.  The  foreman  today.  House  organs.  Exe- 
cutives and  junior  executives,  etc.

Personnel  Management  101.    Guidance  and  Counselling. 

This  course  is  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  administrators,  advisers, 
teachers,  and  all  others  interested  in  the  educational,  vocational  and  other 
adjustment  problems  of  the  individual.  It  deals  with  the  use  and  inter- 
pretation of  psychological,  vocational  and  aptitude  tests,  emotional  pro- 
blems of  adolescents,  old  people  and  others  at  work.  It  presents  an 
analytical  approach  to  personality  and  considers  the  role  of  personality, 
interests  and  aptitudes  in  vocational  adjustment.  It  also  provides  a  back- 
ground of  the  Canadian  economy  and  long-term  trends  in  occupations 
and  industries.  Unemployment  is  considered,  sources  of  job  information 
given,  and  the  essentials  of  a  cumulative  record  stressed.

Social  Policy  1  00.     Population  Trends  and  Social  Policy. 

This  course  is  an  introduction  to  Canadian  demography  and  vital 
statistics.    Its  objective  is  to  provide  the  public  servant  and  the  student  of 
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social  science  with  the  basic  knowledge  of  social  biology  required  for 
effective  planning  and  execution  of  public  policies.  Emphasis  will  be  laid 
on  the  social  implication  of  long-term  trends  in  human  reproductive  be- 
haviour and  on  the  population  background  of  post-war  problems. 

The  following  topics  will  be  discussed:  Growth  and  distribution  of 
world  population;  statistical  methods  of  measuring  population  changes; 
the  declining  birthrate;  the  cultural  make-up  of  the  Canadian  people; 
differential  fertility;  effect  of  the  war  on  population  growth;  the  future 
population  of  Canada  and  its  changing  age  composition;  external  and 
internal  migration  in  relation  to  natural  resources  and  industrial  develop- 
ment; metropolitanizati'cn ;  the  economics  of  population  change;  vital 
statistics  as  a  yardstick  of  social  welfare;  the  population  background  of 
social  security,  education  and  housing;  the  economics  of  the  family,  the 
cost  of  a  child;  the  requirements  of  a  biologically  planned  society.

A  survey  of  the  history  of  the  subject  and  a  summary  oi  sources  of 
data  will  lead  into  a  fairly  rigorous  presentation  with  emphasis  on  the 
frequency  distribution  and  its  measures.  Applications  to  population,  biology 
and  business  statistical  analysis  will  provide  examples  of  the  theoretical 
principles.
